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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to Mitsuoka 
not teaching "cryptographic processor command packets for said cryptographic processor each comprising an address portion and a data 
portion, and encapsulating the command packets for said communication module in the data portions of a communications module 
command packet" have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Mitsuoka teaches said host network processor generating 
cryptographic processor command packets for said cryptographic processor each comprising an address portion and a data portion in 
figure 6A the SCSI CMD/DATA has a Logical block address and a data portion. In figure 6B shows an ethernet header and every Ethernet 
packet has a 14-octet header that includes the source and destination Ethernet address, and a type code. Also see column 14 lines 49-67. 
Figure 6B shows the command packets (i.e. SCSI CMD/Data) is encapsulated in the data portions of a communications module command 
packet (IP Packet). 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the combination of Dellmo and Dichter have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. It 
would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter 
pertains to have a plurality of different connectors coupled to a hub (cryptographic module) to allow different computer to connect to the 
device (see Dichter column 1 lines 1 1 - column 2 line 16). The user network interface that connects the cryptographic module to the host 
network processor according to the specification paragraph 0035, the user network interface connectors 38 may be wireline connectors, 
such as an RJ45 connector 85 (FIG.
